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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 
Applicant's amendments and arguments in the response of 10/06/2004 are acknowledged. 
It is noted at the outset that claim 34, a cancelled claim (see claims filed 07/21/03), was 
inadvertently put back into the claim set (see claims filed 09/08/2004). It is noted that the 
Restriction Office Action of 08/19/2003 was sent out based on the claims filed 07/21/03, and 
claim 34 is thus not listed in either Group I or Group II. The Examiner did inadvertently 
acknowledge this claim on the "cover sheef'/opening of the Office Action mailed 03/24/2004, 
but clearly did not examine this cancelled claim as it was neither rejected or allowed in the 
substantive action. Please note it is improper to add a claim having a claim number of a 
previously cancelled claim. Applicant is required to once again cancel claim 34 in response to 
this action. 

Claims 3 1 and 36 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), 
as being drawn to a nonelected Group II, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Claims 20-26 and 32-33, and 35 (Group I) are examined on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The rejection of claims 32-33 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
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regards as the invention, is maintained for the reasons of record. Applicant's arguments have 
been fully considered, but are not found persuasive. 



Claims 20-26 and 35 are allowable over the prior art, based on the most recent search. 
The prior art of record does not teach nor reasonably suggest a conjugate consisting of SEQ ID 
NOS: 2-4, or 9-10; or method of treating a cardiovascular disease using such a conjugate. It is 
suggested that claims 32-33 be cancelled by amendment to put the claims in condition for
